London, Aug. 0.— Hon. Mr. Gladstone, 
in the courso of his sphech on tlie Queen's 
address, denied that the Government had 
succeeded in satisfying Ireland. The Laud 
Bill of 1SS7, lie said, was doubtless of bene- 
fit, but tho Government's Irish rule, on 
tho whole, had been a hateful failure. 
Liberals believed aa strongly as uny 
one in a firm administration, 
of the law but they also believed that the 
law ought to harmonize with the opinions 
of the people. Therefore, said Mr. (1 lad- 
stone, ho trusted the coercion act would not 
remain any longer than necessary on the 
statute hook. Mr. Gladstone intimated 
that a November session was impossible; 
but he assured Ilia followera that Home 
Rule for Ireland still had the first place on 
the programme. Pledges to releuse the 
prisoners held on charges of having bien 
implicated in the dynamite outrages could 
only bo given by responsible ministers. Ho 
trusted that the evicted tenants would be 
reinstated in the Autumn by a voluntary 
settlement between thern and their land- 
lords on tho principles of the Liberal pro- 
posals. Home Rule, said Mr. Gladstone, 
it was pretty well known, was based on 
the maintenance of the supremacy 
of the Imperial Parliament. Ireland 
would have full and effective con- 
trol of her own concerns, (cheers). 
When a Home Rule Bill should be present- 
ed to the House of Lords, they would have 
before them tho most important question 
ever submitted to their Chamber, and a 
question of tho deepest interest to them- 
selves. If the Lords should reject the bill, 
the Government would not be compelled to 
resigu. He would decline to any more on 
that subject at present. Other Irish 
legislation would not bo neglected. Mr. 
Gladstone said, in conclusion, that the Liberal 
and Iridi policy was based on iv true union 
of heart and sentiment, which was the 
truest basis of strength at home, and of 
strength and good fame throughout tho 
civilized world. Deafening cheers greeted 
the close of Mr. Gladstone's remarks, in 
which the Irish Nationalists heartily 
joined. 

Right Hon. A. J. Balfcnr taunted Mr. 
Gladstone with describing his Irish 
policy as moral when it was really and es- 
sentially immoral. England was a partner 
of Ireland in tho Union, and certainly had a 
right, to a hearing in regard to the proposed 
dissolution of the Uuio' . The incoming 
Government must dese. : \ I'ivs meaning of 
the phrase used by Mr. Gladstone about ad- 
ministering the law in Ireland in sympathy 
•vith the opinions of the community, 
whether or not it would mean the restitu- 
tion in deiianco of the rights of 
property of three thousand evicted 
tenants. Tho incoming ministry might 
possess a majority, but, they would bo the 
slaves of their Irish supporters. Therefore 
they, the beaten parly (hero the Bpeaker 
was interrupted by loud Liberal and Irish 
cheers), looked forward hopefully to the 
future (loud and defiant Tory and Liberal- 
Unionist cheers). The victorious party, 
Mr. Balfour continued, looked to the future 
with perplexity and dismay. He (Mr. Hal- 
four) believed that the British electors had 
returned ninny Liberals under a delusion und 
a misapprehension. They intended that their 
candidate should deal with domestic legis- 
lation, and when they h:,d found out their 
mistake they would turn again to the party 
able and willing to frame laws worthy of 
the genuine destinies of the great " Empire. 
Mr. Balfour's speech was followed by pro- 
longed cheering on the part of the Govern- 
ment supporters. 

Thomas Power O'Connor, Irish National- 
ist, M.P., for the Scotland division of Liver- 
pool, retorted that the Conservatives had 
(drained power in lSSli, by the help of the 
Nationalist vote, und had not scrupled then 
to take office with Irish assistance. Mr. 
O'Connor ulso accused the Unionists of cor- 
rupt practices during the recent general 
election. He cited several instances in 
w hich the law against such practices had 
been violated. 

T. VV. Russell, Liberal - Unionist for 
South Tyrone, replied to Mr. O'Connor. It 
was absurd, he Baid, for members elected 
by the foulest priestly intimidation lo criti- 
cize the conduct of the English elcctots. 
Home Rule meant the degradation of the 
citizens of Ulster, the destruction of 
religious liberty, tho placing of 
civil rights at the disposal of 
the world's most unscrupulous poli- 
ticians, und the placing of commerce at 
the mercy of the men who made Tipporary 
u howling wilderness. 

Several Unionists spoke against Homo 
Rule, and C. O. Darling, Conservative for 
Deptford, delivered an address full of praise 
for Lord Salisbury. 

Timothy Harrington, Parnellito for Dub- 
lin Harbor, said that something in the tone 
of Gladstone's speech had caused uneasiness 
among the Irish members, und he warned 
the Liberals that the Homo Rule question 
must be attended to without delay. It was 
not a matter of trimming or temporizing, 
but for immediate und unequivocal action. 

Colonel Sanderson, Conservative, for 
Nortli Armagh, and a prominent mouth- 
piece of the men of Ulster, spoke luridly us 
to the results which would follow tho in- 
auguration of Homo Rule. He contended 
that tho Irish party was controlled by 
Archbishop Walsh. If the House of Lords 
should fail bo reject Home Rule, ho said, 
the men of Ulster would crumble the plan 
into the dust. 

Mr. Redmond, Parnellito, for East Clare, 
replied to Col. Sanderson, und ridiculed the 
latter'a remarks us to ecclesiastical domina- 
tion over Irish members. An Irish Parlia- 
ment would, he said, bo as tree from priestly 
interference as was tho House of Commons. 

The debate wus then adjourned. 

London. Aug. !).— The Speech from the 
Throne with which Parliament was opened, 
yesterday, set forth that us tho business of 
Parliament was practically completed be- 
fore the dissolution under the proclamation 
of June 28, it is not necessary for Parlia- 
ment now to continue its session at this 
unusual period of the year. The hope wus 
expressed that when Parliament meets at 



tho customary season it will again direct 
attention to measures of social und domestic 
improvement. 

In the course of his speech in the Houbc 
of Lords, Karl Kimberley complained that 
this was tho first occasion that no policy 
bad been shadowed in the Speech from the 
Throne. There wus nothing in the Speech 
that could bo criticized. He hoped the 
chances of political warfare would reverso 
the position of parties, and thut the now 
Government would receive the same gener- 
ous assistance in its foreign policy the 
Liberals hud accorded the Conservative 
Government. 

Earl Camperdown complained that Par- 
liament und the country were in tho dark 
as to the Parliamentary programme. It was 
not right, he said, that the people and their 
representatives should remain ignorant as to 
the Home Rule policy to bo pursued, und 
tho present conspiracy of silence should be 
broken at the earlieat possible moment. 

Lord Salisbury admitted that the speech 
was like a sealed envelope placed in the 
hands of a preacher going into a pulpit, 
and when opened found to contain nothing, 
The Government had no measures to present 
to Parliament,. Ho confessed that lie had 
been disposed to abandon the speech alto- 
gether. Owing to the conservatism of the 
Opposition, thut could only bo done by gen- 
eral consent. They had n w arrived at, the 
stage where the House of Commons was ex- 
ercising a prerogative peculiarly its own of 
selecting men whose measures would come 
afterwards. (Laughter.) When these men 
were accepted by the House of Commons, 
then the House of Peers would share with 
the other House the responsibility for their 
measures. When these measures are pre- 
sented to them, there will be no difficulty 
in criticizing them. Perhaps, then, the 
Liberal Lords would abandon their present 
conspiracy of silence. Then, also, the Peers 
would pei form their duty with that wisdom 
of decision upon which tho House eatab- 
liahed its right und reputation in days past. 
(Cries of " Hour, bear.") In the duty thus 
oust upon them, they would have to pay re- 
gard to the composite nature of the ma- 
jority supporting those Usues. Most im- 
portant, most vital of all, they would have 
to consider the fundamental nature of the 
changes shadowed forth for their accept- 
ance, and which would be the most mo- 
mentous ever made in the history of the 
country. (Cheers.) 

Serious rumors are ajrain uflout in regard 
to Mr. Gladstone's health. It is positively 
stated that be has hud fainting fits three 
times within tho past wet k. It is also de- 
clared that yesterday he was seized with a 
choleretic attsck, und th.it it was only by 
the timely arrival of Sir Andrew (Turk, his 
physician, thut the ailment wus gotten under 
control, after three hours' hard woik, that 
the patient was able to receive callers. To- 
day, though presenting a bravo appearance, 
he showed evidence of weakness. Hisfriends 
were alarmed nt the lack of color in bis face 
and at his listlessness, except when aroused 
by some pressing deed of action. It is ar- 
gued, however, by those w ho claim that Mr. 
Gladstone ia fully ablo to stand the fa- 
tigues of ollice thut there is no cause for 
fear on account of his having a bad day now 
and then. At hia age nothing else could be 
expected and it ia no f ., they declare, at all 
necessary for a mun to be in fighting con- 
dition every minute in order to carry on 
a government successfully. Nevertheless 
the Liberals are anxious to have the an- 
nouncement of the Cabinet made and the 
other necessary business not out of the way 
speedily so that there will be no excuse for 
an autumn session and Mr. Gladstone can 
retire to Huwarden and recuperate uutil 
next. Febtuary. 

The Welsh members of Parliament met 
yesterday and decided to support a home 
rule bill, provided Gladstone gives Welsh 
establishment the next place on the pro- 
gramme. Tho bimetallic members, under 
President Uoucks-Gibbs, [decided to post- 
pone bringing the bimetallic question to 
the notice of parliament until the next 
session. 

In his petition against his successful 
rival Fullam, Dalton the defeated Parnel- 
lito candidate, alleges that the Bishop of 
Meath had a circulir on every altur previous 
to the election threatening a religious boy- 
cott against persons who voted for the Par- 
nellite candidate. He also alleges that the 
priests, by meant of threats, influenced 
voters against him. It is thought that if 
Dalton makes out his case several other do 
feated Parnellites will be ablo to unseat 
their McCartbyito opponents on similar 
grounds, thus adding to the diilicultiea of 
Mr. Gladstone's position. 

CABLE NEWS. 



The Kill tor Home Again. 

Bkkun, Aug. S. — Emperor William ar- 
rived ut Wilhelmhavcn to-day. While pas- 
sing the island of Nordenay the imperial 
yacht was slopped long enough to allow the 
three sons of the Kaiser to visit their father. 
They were conveyed from the land to the 
yacht by u torpedo vessel. After a brief 
stay aboard tlio yacht they returned to 
Nordenay. 

Practical prohibition. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 8.— At Astrabad, 
Persia, a priest denounced the alcoholic 
liquor trullic as being the cause of tho out- 
break of cholera. The populace at once 
determined to suppress tho liquor trutliu, 
and raided and plundered all the drum- 
shops. The mobs destroyed a lot of goods 
belonging to a number of Armenian mer- 
chants, who arc Russian subjects. Twenty- 
five mounted Cossacka were summoned from 
Russia to guard the Russian consulate, and 
a Russian gunboat is now anchored in the 
river opposite Astrabad. Tho Russian 
Minister lias demanded compensation. 

Killed In Church, 

Rome, Aug. S. — A mortar, charged with 
dynamite, exploded on Sunday, near St. 
Alfonso church, (hiring a religious fete. 
Eleven persons were killed uud quite a 
number of others wero injured. The vic- 
tims included a number of women und chil- 
dren. 

The Cholera In Paris. 

PARIS, Aug. S. — Dr. Vrourdel baa com- 
pleted an elaborate and detailed report of 
the so-called cholera outbreak in Paris mid 
some of its suburbs. The report proves 
thut the outbreak was entirely duo to 
drinking water obtained from the river 
Seino. Not a Bingle c ise could be traced 
to the imported cholera.

Montreal, Aug. 9.— At tho monthly 
meeting of ihe directora of the C.P.R., held 
yesterday, Mr. Daviu, M.P., introduced a 
deputation, consisting of J. W. Smith, oi 
tho Rcgina Board of Trade, uud Alderman 
Marsh, Regitin, who complained that the 
extension of the Soo line to Pacqua, Asaini- 
boia, instead of to Region, was a violation 
of a promise given by Lord Mound 
Stephen, in 1SS7, that all lines from 
the southwest should ' centre at Ro- 
gina. The company would not yield to tho 
request of the delegates to divert tho lino to 
Rcgina, because the new route will eavo 
twenty miles, but gavo a written promiso 
that two other new lines coming from the 
East should end there. This satisfied the 
delegates, wdio left, for home last night. 

Sir Geo. Dibbs, premier of New South 
Wales, arrived here, yesterday. Ho went 
to Ottawa to confer with the GoTcrnnient 
on the fast steamship lino and other quca- 
tiona. He will return home by rruy ot the 
C. P. R. acroaa the continent.

The City Handsomely Decorated and 
the Occasion an Immense 
Success. 



DENVER, Aug. 9-— Nearly fifty thousand 
Knights turned out, to-day, in the great 
street pageant, whijh forms the principal 
feature of the triennial gatherings of the 
Knights Templar, and the spectacle was one 
which will be remembered by the good peo- 
ple of Denver for many u day. The decora- 
tions of tht, city arc a sight, and well worth 
a journey to behold. By day the buildings 
present a bewildering maze of drapery of 
every hue and texture, woven into designs 
symbolic of the Knightly order. 

A magnificent arch has been erected in 
front of the Union Depot, built on classic 
lines and in imitation of stono. A mailed 
knight is painted on the aide facing tho de- 
pot, und two modern knights on the reverse 
side. A life size statue of a mailed knight 
is u prominent feature of the structure, und 
a profusion of electric lights produces an 
effect at night that is only comparable to 
an immense pyrotechnic display. An ela- 
borate arch has also been erected in front of 
the Masonic Temple, and one on Eighteenth 
atreet, besides numerous less 'sumptuous 
affairs in different parts of the city. Search 
lights of 50,000 candle power each have been 
placed on several of the high buildings, in- 
cluding the Union Depot und the Court 
House, each of them throwing u Hood, of 
light a distance of three miles. Thirty-two 

been strung along the streets, and their light 
alono would make the city us bright as day. 

The commauderies began to assemble as 
early as 9 o'clock, but it wus ulniost 11 bo- 
fore the streets were cleared and tho irn- 
nienso bocjy of men set in motion. Al- 
though the line of march extended over 
several miles, every inch of sidewalk on 
the route was crowded from curb to build- 
ing line, every window was filled with 
eager spectators, and even the housetops 
wero covered with people watching the sea 
of plumes that moved steadily forward like 
the current of a mighty river, many feet 
beneath them. Those on the housetops 
and in the upper windows obtained by far 
the best view of the procession, us 
much of its beauty consisted in the 
intricate Bymbols of the order which 
wero exhibited, in tho formation of the 
ranks us they passed through the streets. 
It was only from an elevation that the 
machine-like accuracy of the movements 
could be appreciated as connuandcry after 
eommundery broke the regularity of its 
ranks, for a moment eeemed lost in con- 
fusion, and then aa if by magic emerged 
in the form of a Greek, a passion, or a Malt- 
ese cross, or perhupa a hollow square, a 
triangle, or some of the myriad mystic com- 
binations formed from the figure three. At 
scores of places on the line stands had been 
erected, and thousands of people cheerfully 
paid their quarters, half dollars or oven 
dollars for a foothold on theso points of 
advantage. 

Just before tho order to inarch was given, 
Grand Muster Gobin was escorted by St. 
John's Commaudery, of Philadelphia, from 
the Palace Hotel to the reviewing stand at 
the corner of Sixteenth and Broadway, 
where, in the company of the Governor and 
chief oiliciuls of the Slate of Colorado and 
the Mayor of Denver, he reviewed tho hosts 
of Sir Knights. Everything that money and 
furet bought could provide for the comfort of 
ihe Knights was placed at their disposal, 
and the most fatiguing event of the conclave 
was accomplished without serious mishap 
of any kind. One feature of the parade 
which gave rise to much favorable 
comment was the ample supply of cold 
water which the local committee provided 
ut over a hundred points along the line of 
march. Each water barrel was placed in 
charge of a score of small boys armed with 
cups, and duritur the halt the thirsty 
K night o kept the boys on the move, and 
often times let a stray nickel or dime drop 
in their hands to show their appreciation of 
tho attention. At tho conclusion of the 
parade, and after the commanderies had 
been dismissed, Grand Master Gobin was 
escorted to the Masonic Temple, and there 
convened tho first scoaion of the Grand En- 
campment. 



TORONTO TOPICS. 

Funeral of Chancellor Wilson— ArrlvalB of 
C'hlncso from the West— New 
industry. 

[Special to tho Colonist.] 
Toito.NTO, Aug. 9.— Almost every day for 
the past two weeks hulf a dozen or moro 
Chinamen have arrived here from tho West. 
This has had tho effect of greatly increasing 
the Chinese population of the city. Aa a 
rule the Celestials reach hero with tho in- 
tention of not having long to stay, apd havo 
ulreudy mado arrangements with some of 
their fellow countrymen whereby they can 
continue their journey to some part of tho 
States. The only reason advanced hero for 
the large inllux is that Chinamen are being 
scared out of the western cities by small- 
pox and are fleeing to avoid tho ravuges of 
that dread disease. 

The Street Railway Company has opened 
a cur fuctory here, employing a hundred 
men, and havo contracts for tho construc- 
tion of all the trucks for tho Montreal and 
Winnipeg companies. It ia expected tho 
works will become permanent and will in- 
crease in their operations. 

Ic is expected that the winding up of the 
defunct Central Bank's affairs will be com- 
pleted by September 1. All but §10,000 of 
the last dividend has been paid, for which 
the addresses of the claimants aro not 
known. 

Mrs. William J. Moore jumped into tho 
lake at tho Island to savo hor boy who had 
fallen in. A bystander saved tho boy, but 
the mother was drowned. 

The funeral of the late President Wilson 
was largely attended, and many graduates 
and undergraduates were present. Among

HOMESTEAD'S TROUBLES. 

Mr. Ontes' Report lo Congress Suppressed by 
the Full Committee. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.— Mr. Gates' report 
on the Homestead troubles, which was sup- 
pressed by the full committee on the ground 
that it did not cover all the grounds of tho 
investigation, euys that had Mr. Frick 
stated tho bottom facta to the committeo 
they would have agreed that the propoaition 
to reduce wages was justifiable, but they 
took issue with him in his coiiclusiona that 
the tariff did not cause a decline iu prices. 
Mr. Oatea fiuds further that tho conduct of 
the company towards ita employees was 
kind in many respects. It loaned them 
money at low rates of interest to build 
them homes and never foreclosed a mort- 
gage, but in tho negotiations its officers 
did not exerciso patience, indulgence and 
solicitude; and Mr. Frick, according to 
Mr. Gates' opinion, wub too stem, brusque 
and somewhat autocratic. Mr. Gates is 
persuaded that if Mr. Frick had appealed 
to the reason of tho employes, and shown 
them the atatc of the company's affairs, tho 
reduction might have been made, and no 
trouble would have followed. The Pennsyl- 
vania law contains nothing to prevent Mr. 
Fricke from employing Pinkerton men as 
watchmen at Homestead, but Mr. Oates 
condemns their employment under tho cir- 
cumstances. The company did not uppeul 
to tho county or State authorities in tho 
first instance for protection. Mr. Gates 
agrees that Sheriff MoGIeery ia a very in- 
etlicient officer, but says that had Mr. Frick 
aided him and joined in his appeal to tho 
Governor, instead of employing the Pinker- 
tons, the State would have furnished a suffi- 
cient force to have protected the property. 
Mr. Oates condemns us unlawful the acts of 
the workmen in turning away t he Sheriff and 
in bunging in elfigy Messrs. Frick and Pot- 
ter. Ho says it was tho purpose of tho 
Amalgamated Association to prevent tho 
employment of non-union men, and he dc- 
clares that no organization has a right to 
enforce ita wiahea by strength and deiianco 
of law. Tho men had no legal right to re- 
aiat tho coming of the Pinkcrtons, and ure 
answerable to the Pennsylvania courts. In 
conclusion, Mr. Oates finds that Congress 
has no power over the questions involved. 
The enactment of a satistuc'ory arbitration 
law is well nigh impossible. Aa to whether 
Congress has the power to rcguluto or aup- 
press Pinkertonisin, Mr. Oates says that ho 
has no conclusion to express until the com- 
pletion of the investigation.

That's What a Worlrt'Famous Expert 
lias to Say of Queen Charlotte 
Coal Fields. 



Three Seams of Uncommon Size ami 
Value— The Mine Easy 
to Develop. 



TIir coal fields of the Queen Charlotte 
Islands have for many yeura been recog- 
nized, by thoso who have seen the surface 
croppingu, as possessing great value. But 
still they have remained unexplored and 
undeveloped, and have, consequently, 
played no part in British Columbia com- 
merce. 

This Htate of affairs is not to bo allowed 
to continue. A few months ago, a few Vic- 
torians interested in Grahume Island 
property, determined to aeo just what it 
contained, and how its mineral deposits 
could best be utilized. So they sent to 
Pennsylvania for the best coal "expert hi 
the eastern states— Prof. Parriah, for many 
years state ne»l"gi">t — and he left Victoria 
in company vitti Mr. W. A. Robertson and 
a small exploring party, by the steamer 
Louise some weeks ago. 

The party have not yet returned, but 
letters were received from them by tin 
BoBOOwitz, which arrived hero on Tuesday 
All the reports agree on the one all-im 
portant point — the richness of the coal de 
posits. Professor Parrish says that the 
fields explored are the richest he has ever 
visited, the coal supply being apparently 
inexhaustible, and the quality of the article 
unsurpassed. In fact, he goes so far as to 
assert that " there is nothing like them in 
the east — or on the continent." 

Prospecting is not yet completed, but 
wherever drilling or tunneling has been 
done good bituminous coal has been dis- 
covered. Anthracite and one or two 
other varieties of the black jewel have also 
been brought to light, but in smaller 
quantities. 

In one location, about seven miles inland, 
three well defined seaniB have been located, 
the one above the other. The seam nearest 
the surface averages 10 feet in thickness, 
the middle one measuring 14.8 feet and the 
lowest 19. 10 feet. All the .rinds aro easy ol 
development, and Grahamo Island coal may 
be confidently expected to soon find a place 
in the markets of thu Coast. Whether the 
Biines will bo opened and operated by home 
or hy foreign capital still remains to ba dis- 
closed. 



MAYOli HEAVEN'S LETTER. 



His Worship Insists That the Business 
of the i iiy Must be Carried on 
"According to Statute." 



And Deprecates "Interference With 
Municipal Affairs by Irre- 
sponsible Persons." 



By request of His Worship Mayor Beaven, 
the following letter, addressed by him to 
the Premier, Hon. Thto. Davie, is pub- 
lished. It contains his answer to Hon. Mr. 
Davie's request that the city make early 
provision for the payment of men employed 
in smallpox matters, whose circumstances 
do not permit of them keeping an open ac- 
count with the Corporation. The necessi- 
ties of somo of these civic employes have 
since been relieved by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment coming to their rescue :

No 
doubt these men have ail boon omploy.-d by 
some One und should bo paid but wo hive a 
duty also 1 1 tin: taxpujers who intrust their 
funds to in. Yon also owe a duty to thu Pro- 
vincial taxpayers.

it is a Bumewhat remarkable coincidence 
that you, who were prominent last year in tbo 
app intiiioiit of i o mnis ioneraata cost io tho 
cityof over $1,600 to inquire in o alleged in- 
fraono b of law by our p odocessors in oBieo. 
Should this year apparo .tly desire to brl g 
about a state of siTai a whien, in my opinion, 
would bo u disregar.i oi the law upon our pari. 

Experience Inn convinced me of tbo correct- 
ness of my i a im no as to tho tendency ol some 
of tho provisions you were Instrumental, unfor- 
tunately, iu inducing tho members of the s- 
sembly io iucjrpur.uo into the Municipal Act 
last session.

t "'s city, tho hotbed would he around Pan- 
dora avenue and Johnson street. This was 
the case with the present smallpox. The 
mmc wus the ciso with the smallpox 
scourge of several years back. There was 
the centre; there were the greatest number 
of cases; from there it radiated in all dine- 
tions. Such will more than probably be 
tho caso with other epidemics, which will, 
no doubt, afflict tho city as long as the 
present system of allowing waste matter to 
accumulate near the surface of the ground 
continues. In tho hot Bummer weather 
surface drains are, of course, more injurious 
than in tho winter. From information, I 
am given to understand that the sewer at 
present laid on Johnson street is for all 
practical purposes almost useless. Can any 
modern city of the size and importance of 
Victoria be cited where the scwerago system 
is so primitive ? 

As to the expense, it is a matter of ocon- 
on.y to complete tho system. How much 
has Victoria lost by the present epidemic ? 
How much will it lose by the other epi- 
demics that are sure to follow if the present 
plan is not very quickly abolished? Victoria 
is hy natural conformation, soil anil climate, 
one of the healthiest cities in the world. 
Nature has done all it can for tho town. 
Art has as yet dono but little. The site is 
splendid from a sanitary point of view : a 
plateau sufficiently elevated to give a good 
fall to sea level ; a sandy porous soil of such 
a consistency as to dry very quickly. To 
all this is duo the immunity from disease 
which has characterized Victoria in the 
past, and which could very easily be made 
to characterize it in the fuliire.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The Next lEmpress- Return Salmon for the 
Martini Fisher, 

Steamer Daisy arrived down from Che- 
mainus, yesterday morning, with a couple 
of scow loads of lumber. 

The steamship Empress of Japan is due 
from the Orient on or about the ISth iust. 

The British ahip Ben Nevis leaves, this 
morning, in tow of the tug Lome, for Van- 
couver, where she will discharge the re- 
mainder of her cargo, some 000 tons of 
general freight. She has not as yet been 
chartered for return. 

Bark Martha Fisher will he towed down 
to Spratt's wharf, this morning, where she, 
with the aid of the shears, will discharge 
some heavy machinery. After doin^ so, 
she will still have about 200 tons of freight 
in her hold, but thia will not be discharged 
uutil she commences to load her return 
salmon, the first consignment of which is 
expee'ed to arrive for her about Septem- 
ber 10. 

Tho steam schooner Mischief, now on 
Turplo's ways undergoing repairs, is having 
some very extensive alterations made to her 
house, and when completed it is expected 
she will be able to accommodate about 35 
passengers. 

The tug Sadie will go out to the San 
Pedro to-day and tow in all the pontoons 
which are now fastened around the vessel. 
As yet Capt. Whitelaw has not received 
any orders from the owners of the wreck as 
to whether or not he jvill resume work. 

It is not yet known whether the projected 
Crofter s 1 earner to be built here will be of 
wood or steel.

aHOUT DRAINAGE. 

To the EDITOR, — In a recent issue of 
your piper, I noticed with pleasure a letter 
from "A" on tho extension of the sewerage 
system. 

There is to my mind another aspect of 
the Beverage question, which ought to be 
made the subject of very serious consider- 
ation, that is the influence of the eflluvia 
from surface sewers ou tho public health. 
The rapid spreading of the smallpox epi 
demic was, in my opinion, to u> great ex 
tent, traceable to the very imperfect stale 
of the present sewerage system. Conver- 
sation with old residents elicits the fact, 
that in years gone by, a deep ravine ran 
between Pandora avenue and Johnson 
street. The rtquiremeuts of a modern city 
caused thia to bo tilled up. With regard to 
the unwholesome character of filled in 
ground that great authority on sanitary, 
science, E. A. Parkes, says, "Every made 
soil Should bo well dr ained, so that air and 
water may freely pass through it. The con- 
stitutions of persons breathing the mias- 
matic odors which exhalo from 
such a soil must bo very receptive of 
any zymotic influence. The virullence 
of a large proportion i f epidemics in cities 
can be traced to the i Uluvia emanating troin 
the sewage matter lodged in filled up 
ground." 

It follows from the above, as a natural 
consequence, that if any epidemic started iu

SLOW WORK. 

The course which the City Council ia 
punning with respect to sewer construction 
is changeable, inconsistent and unbminess 
like. Tts members seem not to bo two days 
together of t lie same mind about the mut- 
tor. Having once undertaken to construct 
a. system of sewers for the city, it might bo 
suppnsed that, as a matter of course, they 
would decide upon somo definite plan of 
proceeding with tho work, and then go on 
with it until it is completed. The work 
being of such a nature that it can bo of no 
uso to tho city until it is completed, it 
might bo concluded that the Council would 
go on with it in such u way as to prevent a 
large expenditure of money being for 
any length of time useless. But thoy havo 
not taken this common sense course Nearly 
three hundred thousand dollars have been 
oxpeoded on tho sewers. The work done is 
of no immediate advantage to tho citizens, 
tho Council is not prepared to go on with 
the construction, and by the «vay in which 
the councillors themselves talk nnd act, it 
is quite uncertain when it will be pro 
ceedod with. Tho whole business ia 
in a state of uncertainty, Objections 
aro raised and theories Etaricd at this late 
day that should have been met und deter- 
mined upon beforo a blow was 6truck or a 
sod turned. What is the secret of the ob- 
etructiou t Havo tho obstructionists ends 
of their own to gain by keeping hack the 
work and throwing it into confusion, or are 
tliey mere ignorant blunderers who are 
talking about what they do not understand, 
and meddling without having the faintest 
idea of the consequence of their meddle- 
someness ? Aro they selfish and unscrupu- 
lous schemers or mtic j icks-in-ofiico who, to 
show their importance, abuse their little 
brief authority by hindering and spoiling u 
badness which they ought to aid and ad- 
vance ! AYhether they are schemers or 
blunderers it ia time they were told, in 
very plain terms, that the citizens havo hud 
enough of them, and aro not disposed any 
longer to tolerate either their trickery or 
their stupidity. 



THE O SOLERA'S ADVANCE. 

The cholera which broke out in Northern 
India but a short time ago has been travel 
ling steadily ever since in a westerly direc- 
tion. It piaied through Tartary and Persia 
and reached Russia. Very little was heard 
of its ravages iu the semi-barbarous coun 
tries of the east, but when it reached Russia 
we hear of the commotion it created. The 
seizures nud deaths are counted by the 
thousand. Tho ignorant inhabitants of 
some towns believing the stories that were 
raised by designing or panic-stricken per- 
sons, became enraged, turned upon the 
health authorities and tho aid of troops bad 
to be called in to protect the nurses and 
physicians. In one place it was said that 
the doctors had poisoned the patients; in 
another, that they had buried them alive. 
Here is an account of what happened in 
Astrakhan : 

In the cholera hospital Dr. Pop off was 
murdered und bis body thrown out of tho 
window. An ambulance assistant was 
sprinkled with carbolic acid, wrapped in 
cloths, soaked iu petroleum, and burnt. 
Some of tho assistants saved their lives by 
hiding themselves in the coffins, which were 
Standing ready, and by feigning illness 
when tho peoplo carried tho cotlins out. 
This occasioned the report that the doctors 
had put living patients into tho coffins, and 
had allowed many to be buried alive. The 
rabble marched noisily to tho churchyard, 
where they dug out nine of the most-re- 
cently interred coffins, broke them open, 
and examined -t ho bodies. Tho Buffarora 
who were dragged out of the hospital into 
tho street, died almost without exception, 
The intoxicated mob advised them to go 
quiotly home und put their confidence in 
heaven. The lire brigade was received wilh 
volleys of stones and tho cry, "Go back ; 
long life to tli cholera." 

It can easily ho understood that in tho 
famine-stricken districts of Russia the 
mortality from cholera would be vory great 
indeed. Tho people, weakened by hunger, 



uro in no position to resist tho disease, Tho 
newspapers admit that thero have been 
many deaths, but private advices received 
in Berlin represent both the distress and 
the mortality to be far exceeding anything 
that is allowed to appear in tho newspapers. 

The deadly disease progresses slowly but 
steadily. Casts have been reported both in 
St. Petersburg and Moscow, but these have 
not yet been proved to bo anything moro 
than sporadio instances always present at 
this time of the year. It Is reported to 
havo made its appearanco in Odessa, and 
the Austriaua aro taking active precautions 
against tho visitation, which uppeara to 
many iu that country to be inevitable. The 
report that the cholera had broken out iu 
Paris created great alarm a short timo ago, 
but tho rumor proved to bo false. Tho 
cholera has not yet reached western Europe, 
and it is hoped that tho stringent quaran- 
tine regulations which havo been ordained, 
and which aro rigidly enforced, will stay 
the progress of the disease 

Whether the cholera has spread in an 
easterly direction from the place of its 
origin, thero are but few means of knowing. 
In central and eastern and south-eastern 
Asia thero is an immense silent region. 
Tho press and the telegraph enable us to 
trace the progress of the disease through 
lands which uro civilized, or partially civil- 
ized, but in tho region where there are no 
telegraph lines and where there ia not a free 
pre3S or any press at all, to chronicle the 
events of the time, 110 ono can toll what is 
happening, Whether or not, therefore, tho 
cholera haB been travelling towards the 
Pacific as well aa towards tho Atlantic ia 
not yet known. Yet wo 011 this side of the 
continent of North America are quite as 
deeply interested in tho progress of the 
cholera towards the Pacific coast us we 
are in ita advance to western Europe 
through Russia. Let us hope that it is not 
travelling east and that it will not reach 
China or Japan, or any other Asiatic couu- 
tiy with which we have direct communica- 
tion. 

OUR NEWEST NEIGHBOR. 

There is a great deal said and written 
about tho planet Mars just now. Mars is 
our next neighbor in the solar system, and 
is ouly about forty millions of miles distant. 
It, or perhaps we should say "he," is just 
now in a very favorable position for observa- 
tion from tho earth, and the astronomers 
are trying to find out all they can about 
him. Tho Earth and Mars for about a 
mouth travel round tho sun in the same 
direction and in view of each other, so the 
astronomers will havo plenty of time to see 
all that can be seen of him, and talkers and 
writers who do not know much ubout 
astronomy will havo plenty of opportunities 
to manufacture theories and make guesses 
ubout the neighboring planet, whether he is 
inhabited or not, and whether certain 
mark" discernible, or supposed to be dis- 
cernible, on his surface are works of art or 
not, what his climate is, and what propor- 
tion of him is land and what water, whether 
there are mountains on him or not, and 
whether his poles are covered with Bnow 
and ico or whether they aro bare and balo. 

When oue comes to think that Mars, 
through the most powerful telescope, ap- 
pears about the size of a teu cent piece held 
out at arm's length, und that he is between 
36,000,000 and -10,000,000 miles distant, un- 
sophisticated persons will wonder how in the 
world people can expect to find out so much 
ubout a planet i-o very fur off, from an image 
of it so exceedingly small. It is, indeed, 
wonderful how much scienco can tell us 
about heavenly bodies that aro much far- 
ther from us than the planet Mars, but 
science smiles a quiet smile when theorists 
li.eorise about the inhabitants of Mars, and 
about the canals that Schiaparelli imagined 
he saw upon its surface. Mara may be in- 
habited, and those who havo lived on him 
may have constructed many wondeiful 
works, but it is vain to hope that man, con- 
stituted us he is, and fearfully und wonder- 
fully as he is made, will ever know more 
about them than ho does now. 

Mr. Edward S. Holden, of the Lick Ob- 
servatory, says, iu a recent communication 
to the Sin Francisco newspapers : 

It is very easy and very convenient to 
call certain areas on Mars land and certain 
other ones water, and to go 011 to describe 
certain indentions hh gulfs, and certain nar- 
row lines us canals, bin, so far as [ know, 
there is no absolute proof that tho dark 
parts of Mars uro veritably water." 

And, again : 

"It is a curious commentary on the diffi- 
culty of drawing exact conclusions regard- 
ing a little planet 4,000 miles in diameter 
and -10,01)0,000 miles away, to say that 
nearly every one of the important appear- 
ances on Mars can bo explained about as 
well as supposing the planet to bo red hot 
and to have a very extensive atmosphere, 
as it is by supposing the planet to be 
c joled off and to have land and water and 
a rather thin atmospheric envelope." 

This, we take it, is a quiet way of tolling 
us that we know very little about our next 
door neighbor, and that it is questionable 
whether we shall ever know any more than 
we do at present — no matter how often wo 
take a peep at him or what instruments we 
use.

IGNORANT DEMAQOQ1SM. 

Thero is a more than usually foolish ar- 
ticle in yesterday evening's Times, headed 
" Moro Amateur Czarism." Tho writer 
ivishea to create the impression that tho 
measures which the Government are taking 
to stamp out tho smallpox are arbitrary 
und illegal. This is exactly tho reverse of 
the truth. Tho Government in this very 
important matter is acting as the law di- 
rects. We are quite aure that tho editor of 
the Times does not know that there is such 
a provision in the Health Act as 'the follow- 
ing : 

"(5 ) Whenever there is good und suffi- 
cient reason to apprehend the invasion of 
any contagious or epidemic disease, likely 
seriously to endanger life, the Lieutenant- 
Governor may appoint anil pay a tit and 
proper officer, to bo called the Health Offi- 
cer, whose duty it shall be to provide that 
tho Local Hoards cany out the Ordors-in< 
Council and generally to perform such 
duties as the Lteutenaut-Governor-in-Coun : 
oil may direct in respout of sanitary mat- 
ters, but such appointments sbull bo of a 
temporary nature only, and shall ccaso 
upou the termination of the calico that gave 
it origin, or Booner, if by such Lieutenant- 
Governor considered advisable or expedient 
or necessary. " 

The same law gives tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor-in-Counoil power to niako and alter 
such rules, regulations and by laws aa such 
Lieutenant-Governor may deem expedient 
in respect to certain sanitary matters, 
among which aro 

(0) The regulation of the inspection oF 
dwelling-houses, curtilages, hospitals, gaols 
and other nlaces, und, generally, to regu- 
late all audi other matters and things w hat- 
soever iu relation to or in connection wilh 
sanitary matters, which the said Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in-l 'ounoil shall from time to 
lime deem expedient to ordain." 

These are, us tho reader sees, pretty ex- 
tensive powers. But the Oiders- in- Council 
isaued under this law are not " ukases," 
but wholesome regulations necessary to 
preserve tho public health in exigencies like 
the present. 

It will be observed that the Provincial 
Health Officer is a temporary appointment. 
It ia intended that he shall exeicise the 
authority with which the law invests him 
only so long us the cause which gave it ori- 
gin exist a. That cause, in this instance, is 
the outbreak of the smallpox. Whenever 
the dieaaso disappears, or when- 
ever tho Lieutenant-Governor shall de- 
cide that the danger has passed 
away, there is no longer a Provincial Health 
Officer, and the Ordora-in-Couucil under 
which he acted become inoperative. 

Intelligent men must see that the law 
which givea the Government extraordinary 
powers when tho province is threatened 
with an outbreak of a dangerous disease, or 
when that disease ia actually raging in the 
country, is a wise law, and they must also 
see that it is the duty of good citizens who 
have any regard for the welfare of the 
community, not only cheerfully to obey the 
law and the Order-in-Council, but energetic- 
ally lo co-operate with the officials of the 
Government in carrying them out. 

The Times in endeavoring to creato a 
prejudice against the Government because 
it, in a time of danger to tho community, 
exercises the authority with which a wise, 
and as every one now sees, a necessary law 
clothes it, ia acting the part of an ignorant 
demagogue who endeavors to gain popu- 
larity by denouncing just laws end lawful 
authority. It differs very littlo in spirit 
from tho miserable Russians wdio incite tho 
mob to do violence to tho health authori- 
ties who are doing their best to save the 
community in which they live from being 
decimated by the cholera. 

EDI TO III A L COMMENT. 

The National Electric Tramway and 
Lighting Company have not sat idle long, 
bewailing their misfortune. The ushes of 

and destroyed much of their very valuable 
machinery were not cold when they set 
ubout vigorously repairing the loss, which, 
we are glad to know, was not nearly so 
great aa it was at first reported to be. 

We hope soon to be able to inform our 
readers that, through the pluck, energy and 
enterprise of the company, the street curs 
lire again running on time, better organized 
and in better shape, in many ways, than 
they were before the lire This, we know, 
will bo good news, for the cars are greatly 
missed, and their stoppigu has been regard- 
ed as almost a public calamity,

Of Victoria High School Settled, and 
and Other Appointments Made, 
Lust Night. 



Tho Vacation Extended, the Schools 
Being Prepared for a Suc- 
cessful Opening. 



There was a meeting of the Public School 
Board yesterday evening, Chairman Hay- 
ward presiding. Trustees L'jvell, McKay, 
Saunders, MuConnan, Richards, and Mor- 
row were also present. 

A couple of implications for positions on 
the teaching stall' wero received, but there 
being no vacancies, they were laid over. 

Miss E. G. Lawson wrote, thanking t lie 
Board for offering her the choice of monitor- 
ships, and stating that sho preferred to 
make no change. 

Tho secretary notified tho Board that the 
insurance policy on tho Rock Bay School, 
for S'2,000, bud expired. 

Tar. CHAIRMAN said that ho had in- 
structed that tho policy be renewed with 
the Guardian Co., subject to tho approval 
oft ho Hoard. 

Trustee Richards thought that the 
arrangement previously made by tho 
Board — that of distributing tho policies 
among the companies locally represented — 
should be observed in this instance. 

The Secretary explained that tho 
Guardian Co. carried but §4,000. 

On motion of Trustee SAUNDERS, the 
Chairman's action was confirmed and the 
policy renewed with the Guardian. 

Attention was directed to tho unsatis- 
factory sanitary condition of several of the 
schools, and the Secretary vas instructed 
to make tho necessary arrangements to 
have tho matter a tended to. 

Thk CHAIRMAN suggested that if the 
ratepayers passed the §300,000 by-law, the 
city council would pay attention to the 
drainage of the schools. 

Truster Luvell hoped so. 

Trustee Richards moved that the prin- 
cipals of all city schools be asked to furnish 
the board with tho results of the examin- 
ations, the per centage gained in each di- 
vision, and the per centage necessary to 
secure promotion. Ho said that this infor- 
mation was at present Bupplied to the 
Council of Instruction, and certainly ought 
also bo furnished to the Hoard. It would 
bo very useful 

TRUSTEE McCoNNAN — Wo may be asking 
something t hey cannot give us. Can't we 
get it from the Education Department? 

Trustee Richards — We should have it 
from tho principals. 

TRUSTEE Morrow seconded tho motion, 
which carried. 

On motion of Trustee Richards it was 
decided to give Miss S. J. Murton the first 
monitorship of tho Hillside school, Miss (I. 
A. Dowler second, and to appoint Miss F. 
A. Smith to Spring Ridge school. 

The Board then went into Committee of 
tho Whole, with closed doors, to consider 
the appointment of a principal for the High 
School vice Principal Burns resigned. The 
result of the conference was tho appoint- 
ment of Mr. E. B Haul, M.A., Principal of 
the Nanaimo High School for some years, 
and more recently teaching at Esquimalt. 

Just prior to adjournment a letter was 
read from the Education Department, ap- 
proving of the action of tho Hoard in post- 
poning the re opening of the schools. 

THE SCHOOL QUESTION 

Will Cause Trouble Not Only in Parliament, 
but All Over Canada. 

Referring to the recent decision given by 
the Privy Council ou the Manitoba School 
Act, and to tho remedial legislation sug- 
gested by Sir John Thompson, the Ottawa 
Journal, an Independent Conservative pa- 
per, says that the question will likely como 
np in some shape next session of 
Parliament, and should it do so a debate 
will take placu which will almost dwarf into 
insignificance the celebrated Jesuits' Estate 
Act debate. 

Commenting on the decision of the Privy 
Council re Sepaiate Schools, the Winnipeg 
Tribune, tho organ of the Greeuwuy Gov- 
ernment, says : "There is only one more 
possible danger to national schools now re- 
maining. Quebec newspupers have already 
been demanding remedial legislation. It 
will bo well lor them to pacify their emo- 
tions. The people of Manitoba ore free, 
and are determined to remain free. Wc 
will never submit to have Sir John Thomp- 
son force on us the will of tho Quebec 
hierarchy. Further, we do not think that 
tho people of Ontario will endure to have 
their representatives at Ottawa shirk their 
duty in such a manner. There is every 
probability that Sir John Thompson will 
not dare to attempt the slightest inter- 
ference with Manitoba. National schools 
are now safer than ever." 

Winnipeg, Aug 8.— At the call of Mayor 
Prendergaat of St. Boniface, the newly 
elected member of the legislature for that 
constituency, a meeting was held in the 
the town hall, last evening, for the purpose 
of discussing the decision of the Privy 
Council in the school case. In a aeries of 
resolutions, all present declared their 
attachment to their religion, and allegiance 
to the Pope, and avowed their devotion to 
the cause of separate schools. There wero 
about 500 present. Speeches wero delivered 
by F. Oespares, chairman ; Senator Gerard, 
A. C. La Hiviore, M P., J. E. p. Premier- 
gast, M. P. P., Mayor of St. Boniface, T. 
A. Bernicr, Thos. Bertrand and A. F. Mar- 
tin, M.P.P. 



STORMS IN MINNESOTA. 

Over a Million Dollars Damage Done Sunday 
Night. 

St. Padi., Aug. 8. — Last night's hail, 
wind and rain Btorm was very severe lo- 
caily, but the greatest damago was done in 
other parts of the state. Full reports have 
not been rocoived, but the loss scorns likely 
to reach $1,000,000. In Lincoln, Yellow, 
Medicine and Lyon counties, tho damage is 
estimated at more than $500,000. 

A tornado passed over Marshall at 5 
o'clock this morning, taking tho same 
course as tho ouo last Friday. Several 
buildings were destroyed, among othcts the 
Icelandic Lutheran church und the resi- 
dence of a man named Commings, which 
was rebuilt after being destroyed last Fri- 
day. The handsome windows in the Con 
gregational and Methodist churches wcr'- 
destroyed. Two Poles are reported to have 
been killed at Marshall. In St. Paul and 
Minneapolis a number of houses were struck 
by lightning, and wero more or leas dam- 
aged by fire which followed, while the dam- 
age by wind and rain was great. Similar 
reports have been received from other parts 
of tho Northwest. 



A MEXICAN DUEL. 

licsults of a Political Dispute— One of the 
Principals an American. 

Monterey, Moxico, Aug. 8 —A duel was 
fought, yesterday, near Victoria, in this 
state. The principals wero Dr. J. H. 
Camp, formerly of New Orleans, but who 
has a large ranch near this city, and Miguel 
Rojas, a prominent attorney of Tampico. 
The two men wero guests at the Hildago 
hotel hero for a week, and engaged in u 
political dispute, Rojus defending the cler- 
ical party, and Camp upholding President 
Diaz and his administration. In a 
burst of passion Rojas denounced ojl 
Americans as thieves und cowards, and 
Gamp, regarding this as a personal insult, 
forthwith challenged Rojas to a duel with 
pistols. Tho challenge was accepted, and 
yesterday morning a ntnall party of friends, 
including tho two seconds, accompanied tho 
men to Victoria. Tho affair resulted in 
Camp receiving a bullet in his shoulder. 
Rojas escaped unharmed. Tho news of 
the duel reached hero to-day, and has 
caused much comment among tho American 
colony. Camp's wound may result fatally. 
Ho is a young man, and is greatly admired 
for his bravery. 

INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS. 

Customs Duties and the Rights and Claims of 
Labor. 

ANTWERP, August S. — The international 
congress on custom ilutic3 und the regula- 
tion cf labor met here, to day, with the 
President, M. Bernard, Belgian Minister of 
Finance, in the chair. Delegates are pre- 
sent from every country in Europe. About 
.'1,500 persons listened to M. Bernard's 
Bpeech of welcome and about 100 more are 
expected to morrow. Tho congress is un- 
doubtedly tho most notable of its kind sinco 
tho meeting of the Berlin labor conference. 
In his address of welcome M. Bernard 
touched upon tie aims of those had promot- 
ed tho conference. Their main purpose, he 
said, was to gather intelligent men from 
all lands that they might compare 
opinions and economic facts from all 
sources, and thus arrive at a basis from 
which they could properly judge the prob- 
lems in labor, trade and finance. By such 
methods the students of national problems 
could best obtain universal standards of 
judgments. Protectionists, socialists and 
Bocial reforms of all schools were welcome. 
Among the subjects to bo discussed are 
"Limitation of tho Hours of Labor," "Mini- 
mum of Wages," " Piece Work and Con- 
tract Work " and several questions concern- 
ing tho customs duties on tho continent. 
The congress w ill last six days, closing on 
August 14, when the members will adjourn 
to witness the historical procession of the 
festival then to be in progress. 

FIFTY YEARS FAITHFULNESS 

Rewarded By a Presentation to the Queen. 

London, Aug. S. — The English press for 
the past few days has been paying tribute 
to the touching faithfulness of a little ne- 
gro woman, 70 years of age, w ho has come 
to England from Monrovia, West Africa, to 
see the Queen, whom she calls the friend 
and mother of tho slave. The name of the 
Queen's Ethiopian admirer is Martha Anna 
Rix, who was horn in slavery in the United 
States, but was taken to Liberia. There 
the old lady lived ever since, and years ago 
formed the intention of visiting tho Queen, 
of whose services toward the emancipation 
of the black race, the quaint old lady seems 
to have un exaggerated idea. Sho has 
been saving up for lifty years, and bus just 
accumulated the required amount to make 
tho voyage. During the long years she has 
wailed she has employed her spare time 
making and embroidering a white satin 
quilt, which she intends to present to Her 
Majesty. A number of prominent residents 
of Liverpool have interested themselves in 
the old lady, and will try to arrange for 
her presentation at court.

A BY-LAW 

In Aid of tho Victoria nn:l Sidney Rail- 
way Company. 

Wukura 3 , underand by virtuo of an Act of 
tho Legislative Assembly of tho Provinco of 
British Columbia passed at tho last session, 
intituled, "Tho Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Act, 181)2," a company was Incorporated with 
power to lay out, construct, maintain and oper- 
ate a lino of railway from somo convenient und 
nccesslblo point within tho City of Victoria by 
Uio most fcasiblo and availablo engineering 
routo to tho Townstte of Sidney In Urn District 
of North Saanlch. 

AND WlIlsniSAS, under and by virtuo of 
another Act of tt o siid Legislature passed at tho 
Inst session thereof, Intiiuled, "Tho Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1802," powor 
was taken by tho Government of British Co- 
lumbia to guarantoe tho payment of interest, 
until matuiity, at two per cent, per annum on 
bonds o' tho said railway company, issued to 
an amount not exceeding S'!0(l.(KX). or Its equiva- 
lent in Bterllng money, tho principal of such 
bonds to_ bo payable not later than 23 years 
from their dato. 

And wiibrbas, under and by virtuo of sec- 
tion 104 sub-sections 2, :i and t of the Municipal 
Act, 1S'J2, tho Council in every Municipality is 
authorized from time to time to mako by-laws 
among othor things for endorsing and guaran- 
teeing tho payment o( any debentures or inter- 
est on any debentures to bo issued by any rail 
way or tramway company, constructed or pro- 
posed lo bo constructed, eitlior wholly « ithii 
the limits or partly within thelimitsnnd partly 
rlthout, for the money by Iho mborrowed, and 
for assessing and levying, from time to time 
upon tho whole rateable property of the Muni- 
cipality a sum sufficient to discharge tho debt 
or engagements so contracted. 

And whereas the said Hallway Company 
have applied to the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for a guarantee of payment of interest 
on certain of the bonds of tho Bald company 
upon the railway proposed lo bo con- 
structed by the said company, by virtue of the 
said chart or, to tho amount of 3 per cent, on the 
sum of |300,000 00, for a period of 25 years. 

And whereas, under and by virtue of the 
forogotn recited Act, intituled tho "Victoria 
and Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1892," provi- 
sion in made in clause 2 thereof that in caso, at 
any timo, an agreement is entered into by the 
Company wilh the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for tho furni-hing by the said Cor- 
poration of a guarantee of payment of interest 
to a further amount of two or more per centum, 
on tho bonds cf the Company, up lo not more 
than $300 000, the Government may make such 
arrai gemcnts for permit t ing the said Corpora- 
tion to sharo any security taken by them for 
advances hereunder, and such provisions as to 
the manner of holding the same as to them may 
seem lit. 

And WHEHEAS the said Company was there- 
by empowered to charge its undertaking and 
its tolls and property, roal and personal, with 
tho repayment of all tho moneys paid by tho 
Provincial Government in respect of the 
guarantee thereby authorized secmd und sub- 
ject only lo the charge given in favor of the 
bondholders under iho Company's Act of In- 
corporation, and with further power to tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council to enter into 
all agreements which might bo nee ssary for 
the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
the said Acl. 

And Whereas it is desirable that a guaran- 
tee of payment of interest on bonds by the said 
Corporation should be made, und an agree- 
ment to that elfdct entered Into by tho said 
Corporation with tho i nid company, and ihnt 
nn arrangement should be made by tho said 
Corporation wilh the said Government for 
permission to the said Corporation to share 
any security taken by the said Government 
for advances by them and by the said Corpor- 
ation and otherwise as piovldcd by the said 
Act. 

AND WHEREAS it will rcquiro tho Bum of 
9y.0OO.0l) to be raised annually by special ra'o 
for paying the amount of tho said guarantee in 
the evunt of the said Corporation being called 
upon to pay tho name 

And Whereas tho wholo amount of tho 
rateable l'U'd and Improvements of real pio- 
perty of the Municipality, according to tho 
last revised assessment roll, is $17,563,118 00. 

And WHEREAS it will require an annual 
special rate of ha fa mill on the dollar for paying 
the amount of such guarantee in tho event of 
tho Corporation being called upon to pay the 
same. 

And Whereas Iho total amount of such 
guarantee in iiie «»ent of the Corporation 
being culled upon to pny tho same is $9,00000 

Therefore be it Enacted by the Muni- 
pal Council of the Corpo ation of Iho City of 
Victoria :— 

1. There shall bo assessed and levied in each 
year an equal fpeciul rato of one-half of one 
mill on the dollar in addition to all other rates 
to be levied in each year for the payment of the 
interest payable undo tho said guarantee. 

2. 'I he amount of such special rate shall bo 
collected in each year from timo to time as the 
said Corporation may lie called upon to pay 
the amount of the said guarantee. 

3 The Corporation of the City o' Victoria 
shall guarantee interest at tho rate of 3 per 
cent, per annum on ihobondB of the Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Company to the amount of 
$300,000.00 for a period not exceeding twonty- 
II ve years from the dato of this By-law going 
Into • fleet, undor and subject to tho conditions 
prescribed in this By-law. 

4. Any sum or sums of money which ma 
hnrcaftcr ho paid by tho Corporation under 
this guarantee shall bo a first chargo upon tho 
undertaking tolls and property of the said 
Company, sue 'cl only to Hie said bonds and to 
such division there as between tho Govern- 
ment, of British Columbia and the Corporation 
as may bo agreed upon by the said Government 
and the srtid Corporation, and I ho acceptance 
of tho benefit of this By-law by tho said Com- 
pany shall bo doomed conclusive evidence of 
the assent of tho said Company lo all the terms 
of this By-law, 

5. All tho moneys obtained from tho pro- 
ceeds of tho said bonds In resprot of which in- 
terest is guaran .ecd by the said Corporation 
shall bo applied by tho said Company in pay- 
ment of the right of way, construction, equip- 
ment of the said rnilway and oxponscs incl- 
dontul thereto. 

fi. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor for the 
time Doing of tho Corporation of iho Cily of 
Victoria to endorse, or cause to bo endorsed, 0< 
tho Bald bonds to proposed to bo issued by tho 
euid mil way company I he guarantee in the form 
and manner prescribed in the memorandum of 
agreement set forth in tho schedule attached 
to this by-law, and fur tho Clork of tho said Cor- 
poration to countersign and coal tho said en- 
dorsement s. 

7. This by-law is passed upon tlioexpresscon- 
ditlon that tho said Company Bhull actually 
and bona II lo commence tho work of construc- 
tion of the raid railway on or before tho first 
day of October, 18:i2. and thereafter prosecute 
thesamo wilh reasonable diligonoo until tho 
completion of tho railway ready for activo

Han DlKGO, Aug. 8. — Tliu Sun this after- 
noon prints a letter from Colonel 1). K. 
Allen, of Yuma, Ariz., giving important 
newa concerning the movements of K I. 
Viah and the two Breedloves, who died in 
the desert after June 13. A trusted Indian 
named Geronitno lSlizedo, says that Fish and 
young Breedlovo were at liis camp, near the 
Coeopali mountains, on June 23. Fish said 
ho had found a rich silver mine, and later, 
seeing rock from Geronimo's mine, went 
with him to inspect tho ledge tho next day, 
arranging to put chase. The two left on tlie 
25th to return to tho wagon and the elder 
Breedlove. They refused a guide for 
water, and were lust seen alive on the after- 
noon of June 26, going toward Palm Spiings. 
The Indian thinks they must have died in 
the hoh desert winds that blew on June .'10, 
and July '2 and li, being the most terriblo 
ever known on the desert. 

Washington's Hop Crop. 

PrjTAIXUP, Aug. 9.— Ilia conservatively 
estimated that the hop crop of Washington 
for 1S02 will not exceed 20,000 bales, a 
large falling ofT from lust year. The amount 
of yield will depond very largely upon the 
care taken of the yards l>y the owners. Tho 
lice have been s<> numerous and active this 
year that those who neglected the precau- 
tion of spraying will probably lose the en- 
tire crop. Those who sprayed iti time and 
kept it up, at intervals, until tho burr was 
formed, will gather a good average crop, 
with prospects of realizing stiff prices before 
tho season ia over. 

New York Walking lieleKates Iteaten. 

New York, Aug. S. — The general strike 
of the bttildii g trades in sympathy with 
the locked-out union material deliverers 
will probably end to-day. The walking 
delegates have met defeat in a strike in- 
volving 20 000 laborers. This morning the 
Framers 1 Union, comprising 2,000 men, 
gave up the struggle and returned to work. 

The I'liiuct liars. 

New York, Aug. S —Dr. Schiaparelli re- 
plied to the offer of the proprietor of a 
weekly paper to bring him to this country 
to investigate Mars as follows : 'T urn 
very thankful for your proposal, but 1 can- 
not accept it. The planet is too low for 
good observat on. In my opinion the next 
opposition will give better opportunities." 

Another Hitlers' Slrluc. 

New York, Aug. S. — A special to the 
World from Fairmont, W. V., Fays: "To- 
morrow 3,000 miners in this portion of the 
Mononagahela valley and the Wheeling dis- 
trict will begin a strike to force recognition 
of their labor organizations. The operators 
throughout this section have made a hard 
fight against the labor union, and they de- 
clare that they will close their mines per- 
manently if necessary to win the struggle. 
Considerable dissatisfaction exists among 
the union miners of Kanawuh valley, and it 
is probable that tho strike will spread to 
that section, when 10,000 men will be 
affected." 

The Pncllic Hall Will <:nt Kales. 

San FRANCISCO, Aug. 9— The Post says: 
It was rumored on 'Change jto-day that 
there would soim be another startling de- 
velopment in the war now going on be- 
tween the companies owning ocean steam- 
ers over the business of local merchants. 
From present prospects the battle will 
become even livelier than has been antici- 
pated, for it is now said tho Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company will, in the near fu- 
ture, reduce its rates on all ocean freight to 
30 cents per ton. It is claimed they can do 
this and not run much behind because of 
tho subsidy which the company has enjoyed 
for years. 

She Vindicated Her Honor. 

New YORK, Aug. S, — A Warsaw cable 
says that a governess named M itusoka, em- 
ployed in the family of a Russian high olli- 
cial, entered a cafe in this city yesterday, 
approached the table where two officers 
were sitting, and, drawing a revolver from 
the folds of her gown, shot one of the men, 
Lieutenant (Jolowac, through the heart. 
Before any one could interfere she drew a 
knife and plunged it in the breast of the 
other officer, Captain Muteitnk, inflicting a 
mortal wound. When arrested, tho mur- 
deiess calmly declared that she had com- 
mitted the act in revenge for aspei sions 
oaat upon her honor by the two officers.

New York, Aug. 8. — The Herald says 
the Republican campaign in the West will 
be directed from Chicago by the following 
oimmitteo, subject to the National Execu- 
tive Committee : W. J. Campbell, of Illi- 
nois ; .1.

WILL CEASE TO EXIST. 



Provincial Health Herniations to 1)» 
Disclnii'gvd as Soon as the 
Emergency is Over. 



The GoTernnient Will Bo Very Glad 
to Bo Rid of Their Enforced 
liesnonsibility. 



OppoBitionists and obstructionists in tho 
city ure endeavoring to creato tho impres- 
sion that the ProviooialGovernnicnt has, for 
all time to come, taken out of the hands of 
the city Lho control of health matter.'. 
Such ia not the case. As is well known, lho 
Government only came to the rescue when 
the municipal council laid failed in doing 
what it should have dono to suppress the 
smallpox outbreak. And what ia more, 
just so soon as the necessity which 
gave rise to tho intervention of the 
Government censes to exist, all 
the rules and regulations issued by the 
Government, will ho discharged, and, along 
with tho rules aud regulations, tho ap- 
pointments made under them will ulso be 
discharged, and control of all health mat- 
ters will be restored to the city. 

A Colonist reporter, in course of a con- 
versation with tho Premier yesterday after- 
noon, a-ked him — 

" Will it he necessary, Mr. Davie, to con- 
tinue the Provincial Health Oflicer ufler 
tho outbreak of smallpox has subsided ? " 

" Most certainly not," was lho 
reply. " Not only will that olli- 
ccr not he continued, hut 

the law imperatively snys that his functions 
.■i/ia/l cease immediately the epidemic giv- 
ing rise to his appointment is over." 

"How long will the Provincial health re- 
gulations remain in foieo V was naked, and 
Mr. Davie replied, "Just as long as tlie 
Provincial health oflicer continues in ollice. 
Neither t he oflicer nor the rules will con- 
tinue a day longer than t lie cpulemicexists. " 

" Will the Government still keep in their 
hands the right to pay lho debts of the 
city occasioned by the enforcement of the 
rules, aud the exercise of tho power to col- 
lect til- money from the city through the 
sheriff?" 

" Only as long as it is necessary for tho 
purpose of paying the hills and collecting 
the money from the city. Directly the 
outbreak is over, and the bills are paid, the 
Government will relinquish all control of 
heahh matters within the municipality." 

"Will Dr. Wade's appointment as Muni- 
cipal Health Officer- cease also?" queried 
the reporter. 

"Certainly," replied Mr. Pavio, "like 
tho rules, and tho other appointments, his 
office exists only during the emergency." 

'Will tho rules and the appointments 
cease of their own accord, or will the Gov- 
ernment publish an ordcr-in-council dis- 
charging them ?" 

"There will he an Order-in-Council dis- 
charging them," replied the Premier, "and 
you muy depend upon it that 
the Government will only be 
too glad to rid themselves of 
the responsibility which tho present 
epidemic his cast upon them. There will 
not be a, day 'a time lost in publishing the 
proclamation of discharge." 

From the Premier the following informa- 
tion with regard to the Koss Bay suspect 
station was also obtained. There ure at 
preaent 19 suspects; at one time there were 
upwards of 80. The present stuff consists 
of tho resident medical officer, his clerk and 
attendant, one constable, two scavengers, 
two bath attendants (one male, one fe- 
male), cook, assistant cook, one female 
nurse, two wash Chinamen and nine watch- 
men. 

Mr. Davie his asked about these watch- 
men. "Arc not nine a good many to have 
in comparison to the number of inmates?" 

The reply was — "Of course it li is only 
been within tho 1 st day or two that the 
number of suspects was reduced to li), and. 
besides that, the regulations prevent even 
the watchmen being discharged at short 
notice, Moreover, watch has to be kept 
night and day, and the watchmen's time is 
divided into three eight hour shifts, there 
being three watchmen to each shift. The 
nuin er will probably he still further re- 
duced to day or to-morrow." 

Mr. Davie's attention was drawn to a 
Btatemcnt made in tho Times, editorially, 
last night, wherein the editor of that paper 
aays: "Everything at the Ross U.ty sus- 
pect station is muddled and unsatisfac- 
tory," and in another place declares that 
" the management of the Boss Bay Suspect 
Mouse has been utterly disgraceful." The 
Premier, after examining tho paragraph, 
which he had now seen lor the first time, 
a lid: 

"So tar from thai, being lho cas-, a com- 
plete record has been kept from the day Dr. 
Hasell was placed t here by the Provincial 
authorities, of everything connected 
.villi the establishment, and the uc- 
counts have been kept with the greatest ac- 
curacy. After this quarantine busi- 
neas is over, a, full account will be 
published of everything connected with 
the carrying on of the suspect station, and 
this will amply demonstrate that the ac- 
counts given in the Times of lho Rosa Bay 
station are just us untruthful as they now 
admit to have been in their absurd stories 
ubout the Jubilee Quarantine Hospital." 

"You may Bay," concluded the Premier, 
"that, us ia well known, the Government 
only took charge of I lie Rosa Hay station 
a'tcr Mayor Beaven had publicly de- 
clared tn.it the requirements of tho 
Provincial Health Ollieer and the rules 
which declare that such a station must 
he established, were impracticable and un- 
aecessiry; but, having taken hold of it, we 
have seen that it has been conducted with 
due regard to economy, but having regard 
lirat and foremost to the preservation of the 
public health."

CHEMICAL W011KS 



To bo Established in Victoria for ths 
Manufacture of Explo- 
sive Acids. 



An Enterprising: English Finn Will 
Locate Here— Looking: for a 
Sits for the Factory. 



Another manufacturing establishment is 
to he added to the number now to bo 
counted in Victoria. The new factory will 
be started this fall, and will, for tho pres- 
ent, be devoted to tho manufacture of aoida 
for explosives, etc. Later on other branches 
will be udded considerably extending tho 
industry, 

Tho geutlemon who haro the matter in 
hand are Messrs. Hall and Moor, of Man- 
cheater, England, both chemists of high 
standing in the old country and experts at 
the business. Mr. Hall, who holda u Mus- 
ter of Science degree from ono 
of the English universities, is it 
present superintendent and general manager 
for the famous Clayton Analine Company of 
Manchester. He will not come hero until 
the buildings ure completed and the works 
aro ready for operation. His partner, Mr. 
Moor, sailed on one of the Beaver Lino 
steamers from Liverpool about the end of 
July and ia expected here next week. Mr. 
Moor will immediately decide upon a Bite 
for tho factory and as soon us posaiblo ae- 
tivo operations will be commenced. 

Raw materials in plenty are to be found 
on Vancouver Island tor the manufac- 
ture of such acids as it is inteuded 
to muko at first, and the necessary sulphur 
can be imported cheaply from Japan. Tho 
extent of the present trade is shown by tho 
Customs returns for the past two years. 
The average import of acids of one kind and 
another, during that period, has been some 
8,000 pnunds per week — a vury considerable 
quantity. 

The. new establishment may not bo the 
most extensive business for a while, but it 
will stop ono of the email leaks and prevent 
a good many dollars now being sent away 
to Portland and San Francisco from leaving 
the province, and will, besides, give em- 
ployment to a small number of men. Both 
the gentlemen interested are able and en- 
ergetic, and have behind them the capital 
necessary to make their enterprise a, success. 
Mr. Hall ia a cousin of Mr. JeuBen, of tho

He was for four 
vears editor of tho Journal of the Canadian 
Institute, and in 18.")!) and 1.800 was presi- 
dent of tho Institute. In 188'J he was 
named by the Marquis of Lome a vice- 
president of the literuturo section of the 
Royal Society of Canada, und was knighted 
iu 1SSS. Sir Daniel Wilson was regarded 
aa Canada's ripeBt and greatest scholar, and 
his contributions to our literature will re- 
main a living testimony to his great ability 
and literary attainments.

Dr. Ruggles, Medical Inspector for California, 
on the Smallpox guest ion. 

San Francisco, Aug. 9. — Dr. C. A. Ruggles, 
Medical Inspector of tho State Hoard of 
Health, has writ ten to day to Health Oflicer 
Keeney, from Ashland, Oregon, relative to 
smallpox along l'uget Sound. He writes 
that there aro 58 cases in Victoria, but 
there have been only two new cases since 
August lat. 'There are two suspects there 
now, wdio are being closely watched, and 
if they should develop the disease, 
they will be aent to the hospital at 
once. Un believes that there aro many 
casca in Vancouver, and knows that there 
are four eusea there now ; while he asserts 
that there ia one case in Tacoma and two in 
Seattle, ut present. His headquarters are 
in Ashland, and thefe he will closely in- 
spect all trains going into California.
